DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to Applicant's amendment submitted after FINAL 
on April 21, 2010, wherein claim 29 is canceled and claim 4 is amended. Claims 4 and 
30-32 are pending and are examined on the merits herein. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In view of the cancellation of claim 29, all rejections made with respect to that 
claim in the previous office action are withdrawn. 

In view of Applicant's amendment submitted April 21 , 201 0, the rejection of 
claims 4 and 30-32 under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Yumibe and 
Tomiyama is withdrawn. The claims have been amended to be commensurate in scope 
with Applicant's data, which shows that the claimed combinations have a greater 
synergistic effect than the combination of the prior art compound and atorvastatin or 
rosuvastatin. 

Accordingly, Applicant's amendment as discussed above is sufficient to remove 
all rejections made in the prior office action and to place the application in condition for 
allowance. In view of the information discussed above, the indicated subject matter is 
allowable over the prior art.
